STILL TIME TO HELP HUNGARY 


THE QUEEN OF INDEPENDENCE 


Welcome is the news that Britain's fair queen, 
Elizabeth IT, and her prince, the Duke of Edin- 
burgh, are going to visit America again. When 
they came in 195) (she still the Princess Eliza- 
beth), President Truman spoke the national 
sentiment: "Never before have we had such a 
wonderful young couple that so completely 
captured the hearts of us all.” Some of us also 
remember the last royal visit in 1939 when 
Elizabeth’s parents were enjoying F.D.R.’s hot 
dogs up at Hyde Park, 

That was 18 years ago. What vast changes 
there have been since—not least within the 
British Empi orld War I (a 
period in which 100 million people were made 
colonials of the Soviet Union) Britain her- 
self gave independence to 507 million people. 

Consider this impressive timetable of libe 
tion: 1947, India and Pakistan; 1948, Burma 
and Ceylon; 1956, the Sudan; 1957, Ghan: 
And the timetable of liberation yet to come: 
this August, Malaya’s 6.2 million; probably 
by 1960, Nigeria’s 32 million; probably by 
1962, an independent West Indies federation 
for the island dependencies of Trinidad and 
Tobago, Jamaica, Barbados, Windward Islands 
and Leeward Islands. In addition to applauding 
all this liberation, one might go further and 
praise the British for taking pains to make in- 
dependence work, by preparing the colonials 
themselves for self-government. Elizabeth may 
properly be known to posterity as the Queen 
of Independence. All the more fitting, then, 
that she should be coming here to help com- 
memorate, at Jamestown, the founding of 
what would become the modern world’s first 
colony to achieve its independence. 
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To all U.N. members and delegates! Delegates 
of the peoples!

Seven months have gone by since the Rus- 
sian tanks, in defiance of all principles of 
international law and morality, and in be- 
trayal of the Soviet Uni ¢ to 
withdraw, crushed the last cries of the he- 
roes of Hungary and drowned the nation’s 
freedom in their blood. What has the L 
their “last citadel of hope,” the organized 
conscience of the world, done in answer? 

As is well known, the U.N, has made ten 
separate demands about Hungary, calling on 
the Soviet Union to get out of Hungary, to 
provide free elections and allow U.N. obs:

All the reso- 
lutions have been ignored, the violation con- 
tinues and instead of holding free elect 
the Kadar puppet regime is executing patri- 
ots in a reign of Stalinist terror.

ANISE SEED is the dried fruit of a small, parsleylike plant grown 
mostly in Spain, Mexico and China, The ripe fruit is shown, cut ver- 
tically and greatly enlarged, at left, The oval-shaped dried seed, packed 
either ground or whole, adds an unmistakable licorice flavor to sweet 
breads, candies or pastries, like the Springerle cookies at left, or in a 
more subtle way delicately flavors cordials, punches and sweet pickles. 


POPPY SEED comes from the familiar, widespread red poppy plant, 
but the best seasoning is from the Holland variety. The ripe pod (right) 
houses hundreds of the tiny seeds which, when |, have a crunchy 
texture, a nutlike flavor. The seeds add both flavor and texture to bland 
dishes like cabbage stuffed with noodles (lower left) and to bread, rolls, 
cookies and salads. They make a good filling for cakes and pastries. 


GINGER, which grows throughout the tropics, has delicate, fragrant 
flowers (top), often used in native garlands. The seasoning eomes from 
the gnomelike roots, known as “hands,” which are dried and bleached 
in the sun, then shipped whole, broken or ground. It is used not only 
for gingerbread and pastries, but for puddings (lower left), soups, 
biscuits, roast meats and, when mixed with butter, as a rub for fowl. 


CORIANDER SEED comes from French Morocco and though used 
by cooks for over 7,000 years is known to few Americans. The dried 
seeds, which have a flavor both sweet and tart, are segments of the 
fruit shown as clusters on the plant and greatly enlarged (lower right). 
Its biggest use is to season sausage meats. It also lends flavor to mixed 
pickles, pastry, salads and dishes like Mexican Menudo soup (lower left).

SAFFRON js world’s most costly spice ($9.50 an ounce) because it 
takes 75,000 blossoms to produce a pound of it. Spice comes from stig. 
mas (projecting from bud, top left, and shown enlarged lower right) of a 
crocus that grows in Spain, Cooks value saffron as much for its golden 
color as its pleasantly bitter flavor. Most popular use is in arroz eon 
pollo (chicken with rice) and fancy breads like saffron buns (lower left). 


FENNEL SEED, long used in Europe for studing bread and rolls, 
has a fragrant, sweet taste not unlike anise. The fruit (lower right) 
grows upward in firm clusters of 10 or 12 and houses the tiny water: 
melonlike seeds, which are shipped whole or ground. Fennel is excellent 
with fish flambé (lower left) and other fish dishes and helps improve 
the flavor of soups, sweet pickles, sauces, pastries and other desserts. 


SESAME SEED, which comes from the tall pods (lower right) of a 
plant grown in Egypt, Brazil and Central America, has a toasted-nut 
flayor and can be used in almost any dish calling for almonds. It is a 
main flavoring for halvah, the candy of the Middle East. The seeds are 
tasty sprinkled on French bread (lower left), for confections, cookies, 
crumpets, scones and biscuits, or when added to cold cooked spinach. 


TURMERIC, a member of the ginger family, is sweeter, more delicate 
and more fragrant than ginger. Imported from India and the West 
Indies, it is packaged as dried, whole roots (lower right) or ground 
into powder. Turmeric is an essential ingredient of curry powder, crisp 
cucumber relish (lower left) and other pickle recipes. Small amounts can 
be used with meats, dressings, salads, creamed eggs, fish and seafood.

WELL SEASONED RECIPES 


‘The recipes below are for the dishes beside each of the eight spices 
on pages 74 and 75. They were selected not only to show popular 
uses for the spices, but as good examples of how small amounts of 
seasoning, properly used, can add distinction to ordinary cooking. 


SPRINGERLE COOKIES 


2eges 2 teaspoons ground anise seed 
cup sugar 2 teaspoons whole anise seed 
2 cups sifted all-purpose flour 


Beat eggs until thick. Add sugar, beating constantly until thoroughly blended. 
Combine sifted flour with ground anise, add to egg mixture. Knead on floured 
board until it forms a stiff dough, adding a little more flour if necessary. Roll

been sprinkled with whole anise seed. Let stand at room temperature for 
10 hours to dry, Bake in a slow oven (325° F) for 8 to 10 minutes.

Combine butter, parsley and chives and spread on cut 
surfaces of bread. Sprinkle this with sesame seed and bake in moderate oven 
(850°F) until loaf is crisp. Serves 46. 

SLICED CUCUMBER PICKLES 


20 medium sized cucumbers 41-inch pieces cinnamon bark 


12 onions, sliced 146 teaspoon turmeric 
5 tablespoons salt 1 tablespoon mustard seed 
5 cups cider vinegar 1 teaspoon peppercorns 

4 cups sugar 6 cloves 

1 teaspoon celery seed 


Sprinkle sliced cucumbers and onions with salt and let stand 134 hours. 
Drain well. Combine remaining ingredients and bring to a boil. Add cucum- 
bers and onions and simmer 10 minutes. Spoon into hot sterilized jars and 
seal right away, Makes about 8 quarts.

Below are suggestions for using the 12 spices shown in the bins on 
page 73 but not in the paintings on pages 74 and 75. More information 
and cooking advice can be obtained from the American Spice Trade 
Association, New York City, McCormick and Co., world’s largest spice 
and extract house, or the other major spice companies in the U.S. 


BAY LEAVES. These dried leaves, from the laurel tree, give a pungent, 
aromatic flavor to meat and potatoes, stews, soups, chowder or other recipes 
cooked in a pot. Only one or two bay leaves per pot are needed. 


KES. The dried, crushed leaves of the familiar parsley 
plan used both for flavor and as a garnish for soups, salads, 
meats, fish, sauces and vegetable dishes. 


CINNAMON BARK, The most important baking spice, this is the dried 
bark of the tropical Cinnamomum tree. It can be used in almost any kind of 
pastry. It is especially good with stewed apples and other fruits. Whole sticks 
add a pleasant flavor to hot alcoholic drinks and spiced wine, 


CASSIA. BUDS. This is the dried fruit of the Cinnamomum tree, and has 
the same flavor as namon, It is useful for pickling and preservit 
ing desserts and other dishes where only slight cinnamon is wanted, 


The dried leaves of an herb of the mint fan 
in pork products, Manhattan clam chowder, salad gree 
meat and poultry stuffings or baked fish, it imparts an astringent, sli 
biter flavor. It is packed whole, erushed or ground. 


DRY MUSTARD. Sometimes called “ground mustard,” or “mustard 
flour,” this spice comes from the small seeds of the mustard plant and gives 
a sharp flavor to hot meats, fish, sauces and gravies. 


BLACK PEPPER. The world’s most universally used spice, this is the 
dried ripe berry of a climbing vine and can be bought whole as well as ground.

HILE eight European royal families still reign (Lire, 

June 17), seven others whose royal arms appear above w 
in the wings, hoping to regain their rights. The present heads 
of four prominent ex-ruling houses—the Italian, Yugoslav, Bul- 
garian and Romanian—actually once occupied thrones and en- 
joyed power. The three chief pretenders—those to the vacant or 
abolished thrones of Spain, Portugal and France—have been 
able only to dream of power. One question unites them all: 
what are their chances of getting back? 

‘The man with the brightest prospects is Prince Juan Carlos de 
Bourbon (opposite page), 19, an aspirant to the throne of Spain. 
His grandfather, Alfonso XIII, left Spain in 1931 and died in 
exile. After Spanish Dictator Franco in 1947 had a law passed 
ing for eventual restoration of the monarchy, he began 
grooming Juan Carlos for the future royal role. A special staff 
was set up to supervise Juan Carlos’ schooling. In 1955 he 
entered the Spanish military academy in Zaragoza and is slated 
to go on for short periods to the air and naval academies. Then 
he will study political science at the University of Madrid. Under 
the 1947 law, he cannot reign until he is 30, 

Two factors still cloud Juan Carlos’ horizon. First, many of 
Franco's followers are antimonarchists and if the dictator dies, 
they may repeal the 1947 law. The second problem is Juan Carlos’ 
own father, Don Juan de Bourbon, pretender to the Spanish 
throne. Franco passed him over because he was furious at Don 
Juan’s public declarations that Franco should step down. Don 
Juan agreed only reluctantly to Juan Carlos’ training. He has 
neyer renounced his claim in favor of his son. 

Next door in Portugal, the chances of the pretender, the Duke 
of Braganza, are more remote because the throne was abolished 
in 1910, much earlier than the Spanish. Also Braganza has 
no deep desire to rule. It is conceivable that when Portuguese

Dictator Salazar dies, the country might call on a king to keep 
order. Even so shadowy an eventuality scems out of the question 
for the French pretender, Henri, Count of Paris. The French 
monarchy was the first in Europe to go, with the abdication of 
Henri’s great-great-grandfather Louis Philippe in 1848. 

Only a decade or so separates Europe's four ex-kings from 
their thrones. The first to go was Peter of Yugoslavia. He had his 
brief moment of glory in 1941, when at 17 his regime repudiated 
the pro-Axis commitments of his uncle, the regent Prince Paul, 
and declared Yugoslavia neutral. Ten days later the Nazis invaded 
and Peter fled. In November 1945, before Peter could set foot in 
Yugoslavia again, his throne was abolished by Tito. Umberto IT 
of Italy went next, when a June 1946 plebiscite declared Italy a 
republic. He had ruled exactly 35 days after his father, Victor 
Emmanuel III, abdicated. Third to go down was Simeon of Bul- 
garia, whom the Communists threw out in September 1946. He 
was only 9 at the time. Michael of Romania hung on the longest, 
even though 1945 browbeatings from the late Andrei Vishinsky 
had shown him the handwriting on the wall. He abdicated on 
Dec. 30, 1947 and escaped to the West. 

Of the ex-kings Umberto would seem to be entitled to higher 
hopes than the others because the Italian monarchist parties 
manage to poll about 10% of the total vote in national elections. 
But these parties call themselves monarchist more to attract the 
conservative vote than because they are pushing a restoration. 

‘The ex-kings whose realms have been taken over by Commu- 
nists cannot entertain any early expectations. Even if their 
countries become free, the Reds have shorn them of a native 
aristocracy and the people will most likely be unwilling to re- 
create one. Whatever slim chances Peter, Simeon and Michael 
have rest on the outside possibility that the conservative peas- 
antry and the clergy might favor restoration of the eastern kings.

The duke comes from the autocratic Bra- 
ganza line that lost the throne to the liberal Braganza line in 1834, long 
before the Portuguese monarchy was abolished, and the liberals took 
the family money. The late Queen Amelia of Portugal left her Lisbon 
properties to the duke’s eldest son, but the estate has been tied up in 
a lawsuit over inheritance taxes and the duke has not been able to 
touch any of its income 

Don Juan de Bourbon is better off. The Spanish government pays 
him nothing from the royal properties, although they are still regard- 
ed as belonging to the crown. However, his father, Alfonso XIII, had 
appreciable holdings in Switzerland, England and the U.S. A 
of the late Alfonso says that he left “the fortune of a ‘big anaes 
of Paris” —which may mean capital enough to yield $35,000 a year. 
Don Juan divides this inheritance with his mother, Queen Victoria, 
a brother and two sisters. There is enough money for Don Juan to rent 
a 23-room house, to ride, shoot and But he does his sailing on 
cht lent to him by a friend of his father. 

The wealthiest of the pretenders by far is the Count of Paris. His 
fortune comes chiefly from the Orléans family, whose princes have 
always been among the wealthiest in France. He owns land in Nor- 
mandy and the Midi, real estate around Paris, interests in Lyons silk 
manufacture, a cork forest in Portugal and sizable holdings in Mo- 
rocco. He has also increased his patrimony by judicious investments. 
‘The Count of Paris thus has no trouble financing his extensive politi- 
cal activity or providing an aristocratic upbringing for his 11 children. 
When his ar-old daughter, P1 Héléne, was married this 
year, he gave her a dowry reported to be $125,000. When the count’s 
eldest son, also named Henri, is married he is expected to receive 
an even more substantial wedding gift in both cash and real estate.

CHIANG VERSUS COMMUNISM: 
HIS PERSONAL ACCOUNT 


China’s long-time leader reveals how Reds repeatedly sabotaged ‘coexistence’ 


by CHIANG KAI-SHEK 


“Chiang Kai-shek is the only chief of state who, after falling victim 
to Soviet aggression, has re-established an effective government 
and made it the nucleus of a powerful opposition to Communism. 
He is the only leader of a major people who can tell, step by step, 
how the Russian Communists seized control of his country under 
the cover of what is now called ‘peaceful coexistence.’ ” 

These words by Dr. George Yeh, foreign minister of the Repub- 
lic of China, succinctly set forth the credentials of the author of 
this article, the president of the Republic of China. Here, and in 


OWE it to my people and to the world to give a truthful ac- 

count of the circumstances which compelled my party and my 
government to try “‘peaceful coexistence” with Soviet Russia and 
with the Chinese Communist party on three occasions between 1923 
and 1949, resulting in the sabotage of our national revolution and 
the total loss of the Chinese mainland. 

In presenting this record I am filled with mixed feelings. On the 
one hand, I am fully aware that my country was driven to tempo- 
rary alignment with Soviet Russia in spite of being well acquainted 
with the treacherous character and the aggressive aim of interna- 
tional Communism. On the other hand, I can proudly lay claim to 
the fact that I have incessantly fought Communist aggression and 
Communist ideas for the last 30-odd years. It is my earnest hope 
that the bitter lessons which China has been forced to learn may 
prove instructive, especially to those countries in Asia which now 
face the same threat. 

The origins of China's three trials of “‘peaceful coexistence” are 
to be found in the aspirations for individual freedom and national 
independence set stirring in the world by the French and Ameri- 
can revolutions in the 18th Century and in the attempts of Russia, 
Japan and various powers of Western Europe to dominate and 
partition China in the 19th and early 20th centuries. While the 
European colonial powers acquired leased territories and conces- 
sions on China’s eastern seaboard, and from there extended their 
political and economic tentacles into the interior, Czarist Russia 
and Japan encroached upon north and west China. A series of un- 
equal treaties imposed upon her turned China into a semicolonial 
state. After 1900 only the Open Door policy of the U.S. prevented 
dismemberment of the country and made it possible for China to 
retain a nominal independence. 

Tn 1895 a young Chinese medical doctor in exile named Sun Yat- 
sen had founded in Honolulu a movement which later became the 
National People’s Party, or Kuomintang, with the unbelievably 
ambitious aim of overthrowing the monarchical system which had 
existed in China for 40 centuries. Dr. Sun’s ultimate objective was 
to free China of foreign domination and set the country on the 
road to political and social democracy. In 1911 he and his follow- 
ers finally overthrew the Manchus and established a republic. But 
Manchu remnants and regional war lords, with the help of some 
foreign powers, soon overthrew the young republic, and the coun- 
try was plunged into chaos. In 1917 Dr. Sun and his followers set 
up a new revolutionary government in Canton, in southern China, 
and worked there to rally the country against the war lords. Dr. 
Sun repeatedly sought the aid of the Western powers, but in vain. 
For practical purposes the republic which had been founded by 
Dr. Sun ceased to exist. 

Such was the condition of China when the Russian Communists, 
in the first flush of their capture of political power in 1917, prom- 
ised to help Oriental nations achieve independence. Russian Com- 
munism’s promise of world revolution and the creation of a per- 
manent, ideal state for all mankind electrified progressive elements 
in Asian countries where a century of Western colonial rule had

sown deep discontent. Those working for our national revolution 
in China welcomed the Soviet offer of aid as a godsend, 

The Western colonial powers at this time seemed to be inter- 
ested only in restoring their special rights in China, which had 
diminished during World War I. Soviet Russia alone expressed 
friendliness for China. In 1918 and again in 1919 the Soviet gov- 
ernment declared its intention to discontinue Czarist aggression 
against China in all its forms, relinquish extraterritorial rights in 
China and Mongolia and “return to the Chinese people” all that 
had been taken from them. A formal declaration to this effect on 
July 25, 1919 gained widespread Chinese goodwill for Russia, 

This timely move enabled Moscow to pursue a double-faced 
China policy. The Soviet foreign office delayed and protracted ne- 
gotiations to implement its declaration until May 31, 1924, when 
a Sino-Soviet agreement was signed. In the meantime the Commu- 
nist International proceeded to set up a Chinese Communist party, 
sending to China a succession of Moscow Communists to direct 
its formation and to arrange the cooperation of our Kuomintang 
party both with the new Chinese Communist party and with the 
Russian Communist party. On Jan. 26, 1923 Adolf Joffe, a repre- 
sentative of Moscow, and Dr. Sun issued a joint statement which 
in its very first paragraph set forth the basi: Dr. Sun’s policy 
of alignment with Soviet Russia, as follows: “Dr. Sun holds that 
the Communistic order or even the Soviet system cannot actually 
be introduced into China because there do not exist here the con- 
ditions for the successful establishment of either Communism or 
Sovietism. This view is entirely shared by Mr. Joffe. . 


My trip to Moscow 


ATER in 1923 Dr. Sun asked me to visit Russia in order to 
study its party, government and military systems. Before | went 
to Russia I, too, had believed that the offer of the Russian Com- 
munist party to help our national revolution was motivated by a 
sincere desire to treat us as an equal and not with ulterior motives. 
As a result of my visit, however, I was completely disillusioned. I 
came to the conclusion that our policy of aligning with Russia and 
admitting Chinese Communists into our ranks could not in the 
long run bring us to our goal of national independence and free- 
dom. Furthermore, I came to feel that Soviet Russia’s program of 
world revolution was even more dangerous to national independ- 
ence movements in the Orient than the old colonialism had been. 
On March 14, 1924, in a letter circulated to the members of Kuo- 
mintang’s standing committee, I frankly stated my views: ‘The 
Russian Communist party, in its dealings with China, has only one 
aim, namely, to make the Chinese Communist party its chosen 
instrument. . . . It is the policy of the Russian Communist party 
to turn the lands inhabited by Manchus, Mongols, Moslems and 
Tibetans into parts of the Soviet domain; it may harbor sinister 
designs even on China proper.” 
Dr. Sun considered my views overcautious and unsuitable, in 
view of the revolutionary realities of the moment, and he stuck to 
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his policy of alignment with Soviet Russia and admission of Chi- 
nese Communists into Kuomintang. I was full of misgivings and 
for a time in early 1924 I retired to my native place in Chikow in 
Chekiang Province on the east coast [see map, p. 144]. It was only 
on the repeated orders of Dr. Sun to me as a member of the party 
that I returned to Canton in April 1924 and took up my appointment 
as commandant of the Whampoa Military Academy. 

At the First National Congress of Kuomintang in January 1924, 
Mao Tse-tung and seven other prominent Communists were elect- 
ed to the party's central executive and supervisory committees. The 
Communists gave assurances that ‘we have joined this party be- 
cause we have something to contribute to it and to the cause of 
China’s national revolution” and declared their hope that earlier 
members ‘‘will not entertain suspicions about us or take precau- 
tionary measures against us.” This appeal had its desired effect: 
our party failed to take the necessary precautions. The Commu- 
nists were allowed to work through their secret cells and they met 
no opposition whatever as they moved to seize control and to ma- 
nipulate our party by plotting internal dissension and disruption. 
Within one year of the reorganization, Communist flames were 
spreading far and wide and causing grave apprehension among far- 
sighted members of the party. 

As early as June 1924 Communist elements were accused before 
the Central Executive Committee of conspiring to disrupt the party, 
and the committee subsequently ruled that Communists who had 
joined Kuomintang were to be held subject to its orders and disci- 
pline. Dr. Sun took note of these apprehensions in a directive at 
this time, to the following effect: “If the Chinese Communists 
should use our- party to propagate Communism, to engage in class 
struggle and to sabotage our national revolution, we could easily 
take sanctions against them.” Dr. Sun thus recognized the possi- 
bility that the Chinese Communists might seek to take advantage 
of our cooperation, But he believed that they could best be watched, 
controlled and checkmated within Kuomintang. 

During 1925, while the Communists stepped up their disruptive 
efforts, I, as leader of our party's armed forces, directed a series of 
military operations which secured our control of Canton and the 
whole of Kwangtung Province around it. Our general headquar- 
ters in Canton was declared to be the national government, in op- 
position to the government of the northern war lords in Peking, and 


the party’s armed forces were renamed the National Revolutionary 
Forces. The time had come to launch the northward expedition 
which Dr. Sun, now dead, had always planned in order to defeat 
the war lords, unify China and establish a national government for 
the whole country. In January 1926, at the second National Con- 
gress of Kuomintang, I proposed that the northward expedition 
be undertaken as planned. 

At this point the Communists instituted a smearing campaign 
against me, describing me as a new war lord and as a counterrevolu- 
tionary. Wang Ching-wei, a Kuomintang member who had be- 
come chairman of our national government, had fallen under the 
Communists’ spell, and I realized during this period that he was al- 
ready in collusion with them. Michael Borodin, the Russian politi- 
cal adviser to Kuomintang, who at first did not oppose the north- 
ward expedition, was suddenly recalled to Moscow. General Kis- 
sanka, head of the Russian military advisory mission, openly took 
steps to sabotage the expedition. For a while I could not decide 
whether to adopt a negative attitude and resign my military com- 
mands or take positive measures to carry out Dr. Sun’s plan. In 
February I did resign, informing Wang Ching-wei that if he wished 
me to stay on, Kissanka should be asked to return to Russia. In- 
stead Wang, without accepting my resignation, hinted that I should 
leave Kwangtung and intimated that my life would be in danger if 
I remained. If I had left without my resignation accepted, I could 
have been accused of desertion. | was indeed in a quandary. 


The ‘Chungshan’ incident 


Y doubts were resolved with the historic incident of the 

gunboat Chungshan. Li Chih-lung, a Communist who was 
acting director of our Naval Forces Bureau, sent the Chungshan 
down river from Canton on March 18 to load coal for a long voy- 
age, saying falsely that he had done it at my orders. Through the 
night of March 19, when the ship returned to Canton, its engines 
were kept running with lights on and the most rigid precautions 
enforced aboard. I sensed a Communist plot, suspecting that they 
intended to stage a revolt to embarrass me. That night I decided 
I could no longer put off a decision. On the morning of March 20, 
in my capacity as Canton’s defense commander, | declared martial 
Jaw, had Li Chih-lung and other leading Communists arrested, and

SOLDIER-STATESMAN’S RISE TO POWER 


Chiang Kai-shek, son of a salt merchant of Chikow in eastern China, 
was born in 1887 at a time when China’s feudalistic society was beginning 
to crumble under the fading imperial rule of the old Manchu dynasty. 
Chiang went to military schools in China and Japan. In Tokyo he met 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen, founder of the Tungmenghui revolutionary party, 
which was later called Kuomintang. When Sun returned to China in 1911 
to lead a revolt against the Manchus, Chiang became one of his regimen- 
tal commanders. Through the confused struggles that followed, Chiang’s 
extraordinary abilities both as a military leader and as a party organ- 
izer were quickly recognized. In 1916 he became Sun’s chief lieutenant. 


In 1917 Sun and Chiang organized a parliament in Canton and in 1921, 
when Sun became the new government's president, Chiang took on sev- 
eral important jobs for him. At Sun’s death in 1925 Chiang took over the 
leadership of Kuomintang’s right wing. All China at that time was di- 

ided, Kuomintang and the Communists quarreling with each other and 
independent war lords ruling large areas. But by 1927 Chiang solidified 
his control of south China. That same year he married Mayling Soong, 
whose sister had married Sun Yat-sen. She has remained his close ad- 
viser. In 1928 Chiang was elected president of the national government 
and with brief interruptions has been head of the government ever since.

Only after it was all over did I learn the full extent of the Com- 
munists’ plot.

The Communists’ failure to seize Ca 
in China’s national revolution. Kissan| ordered to return to 
Russia. Wang Ching-wei, pleading illness, renounced all political 
responsibility and departed secretly for France. I asked that Boro- 
din be sent back to China, and in subsequent discussions with me 
on the relationship of the Chinese Communists to Kuomintang he 
was extremely conciliatory. We were able to reach an eight-point 
understanding whereby Communists in Kuomintang were to be 
subordinated to non-Communist members and completely subject 
to its direction. The outcome at Canton also removed the last ob- 
stacle to the projected northward expedition, which in turn re- 
versed the trend toward Communist ascendancy. 

By March, 1927, the northward expedition had accomplished its 
initial aims and reunified China from Canton to the Yangtze River. 

The Russian and Chinese Communists immediately sought to 
take advantage of our successes. Moscow, feeling that Michael 
Borodin was not aggressive enough to deal with what it called “ta 


ton led to a turning point 
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The struggles between the Nationalists 
and the Communists took place over the 
enormous area shown on this map. Orig- 
inally the seat of Nationalist power was 
in the Canton region in southern China. 
There, in 1926, through political and 
military maneuvers, Chiang destroyed 
the Communists’ power. The next year, 
through quick-striking military cam- 
paigns, he extended his government's 
rule over most of the southern half of 
the country. But five years later the Com- 
munists had gained control over three 
large areas along the coast with their 
headquarters at Juichin, While subduing 
these pockets, Chiang’s armies were tem- 
porarily sent north to Shanhaikwan to 
meet the 1931 Japanese attack along the 
Great Wall, They returned to quell the 
Communists who thereupon embarked 
‘on a one-year, 6,000-mile flight which 
eventually ended in Yenan in the north, 

During World War II, Chiang’s troops 
kept the Communists blockaded in Yen- 
an, but the postwar truces enabled them 
again to expand. Russia meanwhile had 
taken over control of Manchuria, held 
by Japan since 1931, It was in Manchu- 
ria that the Chinese Communists, with 
AIpeI Soviet aid, built up the overwhelming 
strength which finally led to their con- 
av quest of the entire mainland in 1948-50, 
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new revolutionary situation,” dispatched to China two extreme 
activists, M. N. Roy and Tan Ping-shan. The Chinese Communists 
were directed to seek control of labor unions and farmers’ associa- 
tions, foment rural uprisings, create their own army and at the 
same time try to seize control of our armed units by infiltration. 
Borodin persuaded some *‘leftist” members of the central executive 
committee of Kuomintang to set up at Wuhan, in Hupeh Province 
in central China, a “joint conference’ which claimed to exercise 
“‘the supreme power of the Party.” When our forces took Nanking, 
Communist elements inspired disorders among our troops which 
led to the loss of several foreign lives. In Shanghai the Communists 
armed labor pickets and schemed to start uprisings. 

On March 26 I hurried to Shanghai to take personal command. 
The situation there was brought under control only when, in April, 
the revolutionary forces disarmed the Red pickets and placed 
Communist saboteurs under surveillance. 

Evidences of Communist subversion, treason and attempts to 
sabotage the revolution then led to a series of moves by Kuomin- 
tang to rid the party of Communists. A special committee resolutely 
purged Communists from party organs in Nanking, Shanghai and 
Canton. The national government, now established in Nanking, 
and Kuomintang next decided upon a general purge of the party. 
The Wuhan “‘leftists” at last realized, as the result of direct inter- 
vention in their affairs by Stalin, that Moscow was taking advan- 
tage of our national revolution to communize China, and in July 
the so-called Wuhan government took steps to expel the Commu- 
nists. Borodin then had no choice but to return to Russia. 

The same event compelled General Bluecher, also known as 
Galen, the head of the Russian military advisory mission, to 
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leave China. In my opinion he was an outstanding general, a 
reasonable man and a good friend who had none of the traits 
associated with Bolsheviks. When he came to bid me goodby in 
Shanghai, I said to him, ‘*We may have another opportunity to 
work together, so please do not feel so badly about your leav- 
ing.” He replied, “I hope, too, that this is not the last time we 
shall see each other. So, till we meet again!” Later on I asked 
Stalin several times to let General Galen come back to China. 
Stalin never replied. Only in 1939 did Stalin disclose to my gov- 
ernment that General Galen had been executed for succumbing 
to the charms of a Japanese spy! 

The Wuhan regime’s rupture with the Communists forced 
Stalin to resort to a direct attempt to set up a Communist regime 
in China, Under the direction of Heinz Neumann and Besso 
Lominadse, who were now dispatched to China from Moscow, 
the Chinese Communists attempted armed uprisings in Nan- 
chang, Canton and other cities. Loyal forces suppressed the up- 
risings. Neumann and Gerhart Eisler (a German Communist 
who later operated in the United States) directed an armed up- 
rising in Canton, our southern revolutionary base, on Dec. 11. 
Loyal troops and trade unionists, rallying to us in dare-to-die 
corps, speedily put down the rebellion. Subsequent investigations 
proved that it had been planned at the local Russian consulate 
and in Soviet commercial organizations. The national govern- 
ment therefore ordered all Soviet establishments in the country 
to close, terminating diplomatic relations with Russia. 

The failure of the Communists’ ambitious scheme during our 
first period of *‘coexistence” put off Communist control of the 
Chinese mainland for 23 years. There followed a partial interim 
in our trials of “coexistence,” when the national government 
under my leadership decisively defeated the armed forces of the 
Chinese Communists, encountered the beginnings of renewed 
external aggression from Russia and Japan, re-established dip- 
lomatic relations with Russia, and finally, in 1937, was plunged 
into eight years of open warfare with Japan. During this period 
the Chinese Communists, upon Moscow’s orders, publicly de- 
clared their purposes to include ‘overthrow of the national goy- 
ernment” and ‘‘establishment of a Soviet form of government,” 
and then, after their armed forces had been defeated in the field, 
perfected their tactic of calling upon the national government 
to “stop the civil war and unitedly resist Japan.” Thus the Chi- 
nese republic had at the same time to deal with rebellion and 
sabotage while resisting the aggression of the Japanese militarists. 


ETWEEN 1930 and 1935, the national government con- 

ducted five military drives against the Chinese Communist 
forces. The first two campaigns were inconclusive. The third was 
proceeding satisfactorily when, on Sept. 18, 1931, Japanese troops 
attacked Mukden in Manchuria, forcing the government to 
transfer to the north forces which had been quelling the Com- 
munist rebellion. Chinese Communists and fellow travelers im- 
mediately organized student demonstrations to embarrass the 
government and spread the slogan, ‘Unless Chiang goes, it is 
impossible to fight Japan.” 

Their propaganda and intrigue created a crisis which threat- 
ened to lead to national disunity. In the interest of the nation 
T felt it incumbent upon me to tender my resignation as president 
of the republic and commander of the national forces in Decem- 
ber. On the following Jan. 28, however, the Japanese navy at- 
tacked Shanghai. The Communists immediately utilized the situ- 
ation to spread their Soviet areas and to establish a so-called 
Soviet Provisional Central Government at Juichin, in Kiangsi 
Province. At this time they controlled 39,000 square miles of ter- 
ritory in seven provinces of central and southern China. People 
both in and outside the government unanimously demanded that 
I resume my post and lead the nation in this hour of danger. 

When the hostilities in Shanghai had terminated, I announced 
it as my policy to make internal pacification—that is, suppres- 
sion of the armed Communist rebellion—a prerequisite to re- 
sistance against the external aggression of Japan. Plans for 
a fourth Communist-suppression campaign were immediately 
adopted. In January 1933, when a decisive victory was practically 
in sight, Japanese troops invaded Shanhaikwan, a mountain 
pass along the Great Wall. Once again the national government 
had to send troops to north China and call off the campaign 
against the Communists. 

In October 1933 the fifth and decisive campaign was launched 
as a combined military and political effort. Within one year the 
area under Communist control had been reduced to 800 square 
miles in five provinces, only a 50th of what the Communists had 
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controlled in 1932. The Communist leaders scattered, quarreling 
among themselves and with Stalin’s representatives over what 
to do. Mao Tse-tung and Peng Teh-huai (who later was to 
command the Chinese Communist armies in Korea) fled to 
northern Shensi, where Mao established himself at Yenan. At 
the end of the long flight only some 5,000 armed Communists 
were left. By 1935 the Chinese Communists were at a military 
dead end. Mao and Chu Teh decided to surrender, and ap- 
proached the government for “‘cessation of hostilities and nego- 
tiations for peace.” 

The Chinese government's situation at this time was complex. 
We had defeated the armed Communist rebellion, but the na- 
tional government still had to fight on two diplomatic fronts: 
against Japan and against Russia. Tokyo had presented demands 
which, if rejected, would mean open war with Japan; or, if ac- 
cepted, would mean the end of China as an independent nation. 
The Soviet government had adopted a neutral attitude toward 
the Sino-Japanese conflict. But the Chinese Communists, work- 
ing through “popular front” organizations, were calling upon 
the government to stop its campaign against the Communists 
and unite to resist Japanese aggression. Japan and Russia, 
notwithstanding appearances to the contrary, shared a common 
objective: they both intended to isolate us from the Western 

vers, especially from the United States, so that we would be 
sier prey to them. 

In these circumstances | decided that China in its foreign 
policy should rely upon cooperation with the democratic nations 
within the framework of the League of Nations, avoiding either 
positive alignment with Soviet Russia or surrender to Japan. At 
the same time | took the view that our situation required a se- 
rious effort to arrive at a diplomatic understanding with the So- 
viet government, and, if possible, a political settlement with the 
Chinese Communists at home. As early as 1932, the national 
government and the Soviet government had agreed in principle 
to resume diplomatic relations, but serious differences had pre- 
vented any real resumption of relations. Now renewed efforts 
were stimulated by the quickening Japanese aggression, result- 
ing in the Sino-Russian nonaggression pact of 1937. This non- 
aggression pact should have been the basis of “peaceful coex- 
istence” between China and Russia. As we shall see, ‘peaceful 
coexistence” in practice meant something very different. 

At home, my view was that the Communist armed forces 
must be disbanded before the Communist problem could be 
considered a political issue and solved as such. After protracted 
discussions with Chou En-lai and Pan Han-nien, who directly 
represented the Communist International, the Chinese Com- 
munists agreed to obey my orders, integrate their army into the 
national army, and reorganize their so-called regional “‘Soviets” 
as local organs subject to the national government. Under- 
anding had been reached on practically all of these points, and 
all that remained was to get my final approval, when the ‘‘Sian 
Incident,” involving me, occurred. 

The Communists had been concentrating their propaganda 
for “peace” and unity upon two military leaders in Shensi Prov- 
ince, Chang Hsueh-liang and Yang Hu-cheng. Chang, known 

“the young marshal,” was a son of ‘‘Old Marshal” Chang 
Tso- lin who had opposed our northward expedition. In Sian, 
the capital of Shensi, he and Yang were shielding Communist

elements and front organizations opposing the national govern- 
ment, and I went to Sian in the hope of stabilizing the situation. 

On Dec. 12, 1936, in the dead of night, I was suddenly seized 
by men under Chang Hsueh-Liang and Yang Hu-cheng. When 
Chang came to see me in the quarters where I was detained, I 
admonished him by saying: ‘Either for your own sake or for the 
sake of the nation, the only thing for you to do is to repent at 
once and escort me back to Nanking. You must not fall into the 
trap set by the Communists. Repent before it is too late.” 

‘Chang begged me to control my anger and hear him out. I cut 
him short and forbade him to touch on any political subjects. It 
was not until the third day of my captivity that Chang finally mum- 
bled eight demands, calling for my acceptance of the Communist 
program of ‘‘peace” and “‘national unity” that he and. the others 
had previously agreed upon. In reply I said: ‘So long as I am cap- 
tive, there can be absolutely no discussion.” 

At the time I thought the Communists would seize upon this 
Tare opportunity either to force me to accept the demands or to kill 
me. For to the Communists this meant life or death. I was prepared 
to sacrifice myself if necessary. 

On Dec. 22 my wife suddenly arrived in Sian. The first thing I 
said to her when we met was: ‘*You have come to be with me in 
my hour of peril. I believe you have done this out of consideration 
for our national interests and not for personal reasons alone. Na- 
tional interests must come first. If the rebels should ask you to per- 
suade me to sign any terms you must refuse. We would rather die 
than accede to these demands.” I am proud to say my wife was 
equally determined. ‘*I am here to share your fate,” she avowed. 

Three days later, on Christmas Day, we safely returned to Nan- 
king without having to subscribe to any conditions, 


FEW months before the outbreak of the Sino-Japanese war 

in 1937, the Central Committee of the Chinese Communist 
party promised in a public declaration to abolish its policy of 
armed uprisings and integrate its Red army forces into the National 
Revolutionary Forces, and I publicly welcomed the offer. Thus be- 
gan our second attempt at ‘‘coexistence.”” 

At the time I fully believed that the Chinese Communists had 
repented and were sincere in their expressed readiness to join the 
rest of the nation in the fight against aggression. Besides, even 
when directing military campaigns against the Communist troops I 
regarded them as Chinese and hoped they would eventually be- 
come loyal to the nation again. It was also my belief that with ade- 
quate vigilance and precautions they could be kept in line. 

No one could have foreseen that in their subsequent actions the 
Chinese Communists would go completely against their solemn 
pledges. I, too, was overconfident, and this led to tragic conse- 
quences afterward. Though it has been a matter of great humili 
tion to me personally to recount, it may not be without some value 
to the free world in its present struggle against Communism. 

From the outset of the Sino-Japanese war, the Chinese Com- 
munists flouted in every conceivable way the understandings which 
should have become the basis of ‘‘peaceful coexistence.” As early 
as the autumn of 1937, in a speech to Communist troops at Yen- 
an, Mao Tse-tung stated their actual line: ‘‘The Sino-Japanese 
war gives the Chinese Communists an excellent opportunity to 
grow. Our policy is to devote 70% of our effort to our own expan- 
sion, 20% to coping with the government and 10% to fighting the 
Japanese. This policy is to be carried out in three stages. Dur- 
ing the first stage we are to compromise with Kuomintang in order 
to ensure our existence and growth. During the second stage we 
are to achieve a parity in strength with Kuomintang. During the 
third stage we are to penetrate deep into parts of central China to 
establish bases for attacks on Kuomintang.” 

During the eight ensuing years of China’s war with Japan, the 
Chinese Communists studiously followed this line of action. They 
had a supreme director in the person of Stalin. The principle that 
Soviet Russia’s interests were always put above those of the Chi- 
nese Communists themselves was amply proved by their actions 
throughout the period of Stalin’s pact with Hitler, his traitorous 
neutrality pact with Japan in 1941, the German attack on Russia 
and, in December of that year, the beginning of the Pacific war with 
Japan’s sneak attack on Pearl Harbor. In every instance Stalin’s 
successive shifts of policy were followed to the letter in China by 
the Communist leadership and the Communist armies, at no matter 
what harm to them and to China’s struggle with Japan. 


HE outbreak of the Pacific war brought China, the United 
States and Great Britain together as comrades-in-arms. On Oct. 
9, 1942, the American and British governments notified China’s 
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government that they had decided to relinquish their special 
rights in China. Moscow understood that the American and 
British renunciation would by its effect on the Chinese people 
constitute a great hindrance to the Russian Communists’ present 
and future designs on our country. Now Stalin began to plot how 
to stop China’s rise as an independent, united and strong nation. 

In order to make the United States discontinue its aid and to 
bring about a collapse of our war effort, the Chinese Commu- 
nists spread rumors in the American military advisory mission 
that China was secretly negotiating with Japan to end hostilities. 
The new treaties of equality were stigmatized as ‘‘a policy of ap- 
peasing China’s ruling class” and as an effort to help the Chinese 
government ‘‘control the country after the war.” Thus began a 
purposeful slander of the Chinese government which was steadi- 
ly expanded. Tass, the Russian news agency, and Communist 
propagandists in America and elsewhere began to predict “civil 
war,” leading people in and outside the American government 
to believe that “‘diehards” in Kuomintang were bent upon fo- 
menting it. American and international Communists worked 
overtime to turn American public opinion against the Republic 
of China and its government. Such adjectives as “corrupt,” 
“incompetent,” “reactionary” and “dictatorial” were flung at 
our government and at me personally. 

Simultaneously the Russian Communists took steps to cover 
up the Chinese Communists’ direct subordination to Moscow. 
The international Communists and their fellow travelers no 
longer referred to the Chinese Communists as an ordinary Com- 
munist party, but as “a democratic party” of Chinese farmers 
and “agrarian reformers.” Moscow's ‘‘dissolution” of the Com- 
munist International which occurred in May 1943 was an im- 
portant step in this stratagem. 


HERE had been a secret understanding’ between Japan and 

Russia for several years, based upon a partition of China’s 
territory between them. The Japanese militarists were naive 
enough to believe that Moscow would honor an arrangement, 
proposed by Japan and agreed to by Soviet Russia, to allot 
Outer Mongolia, Sinkiang, Tibet and a part of northwest China 
to Rus: with Manchuria, now the puppet “Manchukuo,” 
and parts of north, central and south China reserved for Japan. 
An early sign of this understanding was the close liaison main- 
tained between the Japanese military secret service and the So- 
viet consulate in Shanghai. Both Japan and Russia secretly col- 
laborated with the Japanese puppet regime set up by Wang 
Ching-wei in Nanking after Japanese and Chinese Communist 
incursions had compelled the national government to withdraw 
westward to Chungking. The Japanese-Russian Neutrality Act 
of 1941 was but a small part of the grandiose scheme. During 
the Pacific war it also involved secret coordination between the 
Chinese Communist and Japanese forces. Chinese Communists 
frequently tipped off Japanese secret agents to the government’s 
plans of deployment and operations, and on occasion coordi- 
nated their attacks on government forces with Japanese military 
operations. This was why the national government early in the 
war with Japan threw a military and economic blockade around 
the principal Communist areas, and maintained it throughout 
the Pacific war. 

As the Russian forces began to turn back and defeat the Ger- 
mans, at Stalingrad and afterward, the Chinese Communists be- 
came increasingly arrogant in their dealings with the national 
government. They eventually demanded, among other things, 
that the national government terminate its blockade of their 
main positions and provide the Communist armies with arms, 
ammunition and medical supplies provided by the Allied coun- 
tries. I emphasize these two demands because they were the real 
issues in what came to be known as the Stilwell Affair. 

General Joseph Stilwell was assigned to China by the United 
States to direct military operations in northern Burma. I appre- 
ciated his services and ordinarily I had confidence in his propos- 
als on various matters. However, General Stilwell was one of 
those influenced by the propaganda of American Communists 
and their fellow travelers depicting the Chinese Communists as 
patriotic democrats and defaming me as a diehard and reaction- 
ary Fascist. He asked me to have the government and Commu- 
nist troops re-equipped on an equal basis, to send the Commu- 
nist forces into battle, and at the same time use against the Japa- 
nese the government troops immobilized because of the Chinese 
Communists’ threat to revolt. 

I regret to say that he had no idea whatsoever of the Chinese 
Communists’ schemes. He did not believe that the Communists 
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MISGUIDED ALLY, in Chiang’s opinion, was U.S. General Joseph

had tried to sabotage China’s national revolution. Nor did he 
foresee what the Chinese Communists would do, once they were 
re-equipped and sent out of the “‘border area” where they were 
blockaded, to impede China’s war effort and overthrow the 
government. When General Stilwell first came to China, I should 
have confided in him all the facts about Russia’s intrigues and 
her real aims in China’s revolution and the war. He might then 
have had a better understanding of the situation. I came to regret 
very much that I did not do this, but I thought he had just come 
to China and we had not had time to build a relationship of 
mutual trust. On this point it might be said that I made a mis- 
take. To this day my heart still aches over this unfortunate affair. 

In October 1944, General Albert C. Wedemeyer succeeded 
General Stilwell. General Wedemeyer left the Chinese Commu- 
nist problem to Ambassador Patrick Hurley, but he acquired a 
good knowledge of the Chinese Communists and did not fall for 
their propaganda. This explains the perfect cooperation between 
China and the United States during the period of Ambassador 
Hurley’s and General Wedemeyer’s service together in China. 
Early in 1946, when the United States was engaged in mediating 
the dispute between the Chinese government and the Chinese 
Communists, and taking a hand in the reorganization of the 
Chinese Communist forces, General Wedemeyer had to leave 
China and return to America. 


NCE the war was over, Moscow immediately unleashed its 

comprehensive plan to conquer China from without and 
subvert her within. The Chinese Communists immediately took 
advantage of the postwar situation to seize 200 cities, increase 
the number of counties in their so-called ‘‘liberated areas” from 
70 to 200, and seize or destroy main lines of communication in 
north and central China. Particularly in Manchuria, which the 
Russians had overrun on the pretext of late entry in the war, the 
Communists obstructed the national forces in accepting the sur- 
render of Japanese forces and re-establishing order. In short, 
the Chinese Communists proceeded immediately to armed rebel- 
lion while enlisting the sympathy of many people in the United 
States and elsewhere for their demands that they be admitted 
coequally to a “‘coalition government,” be allowed a great en- 
largement of their military forces and be generally permitted to 
place themselves in a position to take over China. While doing 
all this, they persuaded much of the world that reactionary, Fas- 
cist “‘diehards” in Kuomintang and my government were insti- 
gating “civil war” in China! 

At Yalta in early 1945, without China’s participation, the 
United States, Great Britain and Soviet Russia concluded a se- 
cret agreement which represented a victory for Stalin and sac- 
rificed many of China’s territorial rights. It would be unrealistic 
to deny the influence which American policies toward Soviet 
Russia and China exerted on our own negotiations with Russia 
in 1945. Nevertheless, it is also true that I, at this time, rested 
our foreign policy in part upon a belief that ‘‘peaceful coexist- 
ence” between China and Soviet Russia would be a factor of 
basic importance to peace and security in Asia. Therefore, in a 
conscious attempt to find a way once again to ‘‘peaceful co- 
existence,” and at the expense of important concessions of our

rights and interests, we concluded a Sino-Soviet Treaty of Friend- 
ship and Alliance in August 1945. This marked the beginning 
of our third attempt at “‘coexistence” with the Soviet govern- 
ment and China’s Communists. 

In this period Stalin repeatedly urged me to adopt what he 
called an ‘‘independent” policy as between the United States and 
Russia, in reality a “‘neutralist” position that in the end would 
have left us no choice but to rely completely upon Soviet Rus- 
sia. Stalin said during these exchanges that Russia’s moral and 
material support would not be given to the Chinese Commu- 
nists, but to the national government. Twice he invited me to 
visit him in Moscow. My son, Chiang Ching-kuo, did visit Sta- 
lin at this time as my personal representative, but I courteously 
declined both invitations. Later, the Communists spread a ru- 
mor at the American embassy that I had twice gone behind the 
back of the United States to seek meetings with Stalin, 

Such was our situation of technical “‘peace” and actual re- 
bellion in the first year of victory. 

The Chinese government at this juncture was free to choose 
between force and peaceful means. Either one, fully exploited, 
would have solved the Chinese Communist problem. In choos- 
ing peaceful means, I had every confidence in being able to keep 
the situation under control and to put down a Communist in- 
surrection if there should be an open attempt at one. But the 
Communists, operating in foreign countries as well as in China 
under Moscow’s direction, used the cloak of * ‘peaceful coexist- 
ence” to conceal their armed insurrection, 
used to strengthen and intensify their poli 
put the government in the difficult position where it could nei- 
ther have peace nor wage war. 

The Chinese government had first of all to win international 
understanding. For the time being, in order to show the world 
where responsibility for the insurrection rested, the government 
had no choice but to remain on the defensive and to permit the 
Communists to take the initiative. Result: insurrection rapidly 
spread. There came a time when the government, forced to mo- 
bilize, lacked the power any longer to mobilize and to maintain 
law and order. 

This was the background of General George C. Marshall’s 
mission to China as special envoy from the U.S., and of his 
efforts over the next 13 months to mediate between Kuomin- 
tang and the Chinese Communist party.
